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First Round of CARES Act Presented to Marion

Representatives from Plymouth County met 
with Marion officials on September 25 to present the first 
federal CARES Act reimbursement check in the amount 
of $71,153.57. The check represents the first of four rounds 
of Marion's $655,000 allowance in COVID-related, non- 
budgeted, non-anticipated reimbursement requests as 
administered by Plymouth County. 

The first reimbursement covered the expenses 
of the reopening of town facilities and the Taber Library, 
where the two delegations gathered to make the 
presentation. Marion's next round will address expenses 
associated with the reopening of school buildings and will 
reach nearly $200,000. 

"Because we have an educated workforce, we felt 
that we could deliver the goods a little bit better (than the 
state could)," said Plymouth County Commissioner Greg 
Hanley. "Quite frankly, we didn't want to compete with 
the interest of the commonwealth, but, you know, the 
governor's done a very good job handling this pandemic. 
However, every time he makes a promise to take on more, 
he taxes his own staff. So we knew we had the ability to 
do this so we just wanted to play our part and take that 
off (his plate) so that our member communities could get 
their money quickly and in a meaningful way." 

Plymouth County Treasurer Thomas O'Brien 
explained that Bristol and Norfolk counties and the City 
of Boston were also eligible to take charge of processing 
and distribution of CARES Act funds, but Plymouth was 
the only county to join Boston in administration. 

O'Brien said Plymouth County received 
$90,000,000 for its 27 communities (of which Brockton 
is by far the most populated). The county was eligible 
for $212,000,000, but the state already took 55 percent 
of the money. "That's why we knew we wanted to go 
directly into these communities," said O'Brien. "The 
commissioners asked the important question: If we don't 
apply for this money and receive this money, can you 
guarantee it will be spent in these 27 communities? And

the answer we received at the federal level and state level 
was 'No.'" 

"That made it very easy for us (to take control)," 
said Hanley. 

O'Brien also noted that Marion will now be

spared participation in next year's federal audit of the 
distributions. Citing the work of Finance Director Judy 
Mooney and Town Administrator Jay McGrail, O'Brien 
told Board of Selectman Chairperson Randy Parker that 
the county knows what a great team Marion has. 

"Judy and I have the pleasure of working a lot 
together. She's well respected in the treasurer community, 
she's also very thorough and efficient at what she does. 

I would say she's been one of the more-diligent ones at 
calling me and making sure your applications are good, 
that they're in and submitted so that we can turn it around 
quickly and bring this money to you," said O'Brien. "We 
know that this pandemic is not over. We have to be careful 
that we don't get complacent. We are still dealing with 
this, and we know and the county commissioners remind 
me ... that we need to continue to be a resource to the 
Town of Marion." 

McGrail said Mooney took on the work on the 
town's end without so much as a conversation, and he 
joined Marion's delegation in expressing appreciation 
to the county, noting that that one response from the 
county to a question was sent at 2:00 am. "That's pretty 
impressive," he said. 

Referencing recent changes made by the federal 
government to reporting guidelines in which layers of 
detail were added from six original categories of non- 
budgeted, COVID-related expenditures to 17 subset 
categories, O'Brien explained that Plymouth County is 
doing that leg work for its member towns. "Because we 
have the program set up, we could categorize that very 
quickly," he said. "Other communities that aren't part of 
our program in other counties and other states are having 
to deal with that right now. And the administrative cost of 
that? You can't imagine." 

Mooney said while corresponding with towns 
not in Plymouth County, "those other towns are really 
struggling (with the process)." She told O'Brien, "You 
were right on it, that spreadsheet works so well. I use it 
now just to use with my department heads ... it's been 
wonderful." 

The commissioners also brought a large, framed 
poster of Marion as a gift from the county.

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Harbormaster Facility Proposal Presented; 
Town Meeting Moved to November 5 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen met on Tuesday 
night at Sippican School in joint session with the 
Marion Marine Resources Commission for the latter's 
presentation of the Harbormaster Facility Feasibility 
Study. 

The September 29 meeting was held at Sippican 
to accommodate a swell of public interest also directed 
toward the Marion Open Space Acquisition Committee's 
proposal to acquire conservation restrictions on land and 
implications for the town's economy. 

While they were at it, the selectmen closed the 
warrant for the Special Town Meeting that, due to a 
scheduling conflict for a selectman, was moved up from 
its originally scheduled date of Monday, November 9, 
to Thursday, November 5, at 6:45 pm at Old Rochester 
Regional High School. 

In presenting on behalf of Harbormaster Isaac 
Perry and the Marine Resources Commission, Tim 
Sawyer of Catalyst Architects laid out a schematic and 
preliminary design plan for a new Maritime Center at 
Island Wharf. 

As outlined by Town Administrator Jay McGrail, 
the study began last winter with a request for quotation 
(RFQ) and the formation of a small group to identify

and assess needs of the harbormaster and the facilities at 
Island Wharf, to evaluate the site and then present at this 
meeting a preliminary design. The group held back on 
estimating cost in order to first see what the citizens think 
about the concept. 

If the November 5 Special Town Meeting 
responds favorably, then the town will pursue the grant 
funding necessary to make a final, approved design and 
construction possible. McGrail told Tuesday's meeting 
that funding completion, if necessary, could come from 
the town's Waterways Account. 

"This is a plan that's worked in a number of 
communities," he said, citing multi-million-dollar grants 
awarded by the state-based Seaport Economic Council 
in Duxbury Harwich and Plymouth. Heretofore, the 
harbormaster has operated out of three separate locations. 
Island Wharf, the Town House and the recently sold 
Atlantis Drive property. 

"The department has outgrown the facility 
operations years ago," said Perry. "This is an opportune 
time to get the community involved and (achieve) a 
consensus." 

Marine Resources Commission Chairman Vincent 
Malkoski said, "One of the common themes is, 'Oh my 
god, it's too big.'" He asked residents to keep an open 
mind, see why what is proposed is proposed, and stressed 
that this is a public process. The plans are not final, "not 
even close ... there is opportunity for change." 

Some reactions were astonishment at the size of 
the building (5,300 square feet total footprint) and height. 
As initially designed, it sits 2 feet above the maximum 
allowed in that zone and would need a variance. 

The floor was opened to public comment. 

Andrew Bonney suggested Marion needs to hold 
a deliberate conversation on what to ask the harbormaster 
to take on, noting that the department has grown 
substantially since it was designed in the 1980s. "I think 
this building sends the wrong message about what we 
think about our government," he said. "That's a really 
big building right down town. I for one don't want the 
waterfront dominated by the town administration." 

Perry said he is not looking to increase staffing.

"The big thing we're looking to do is move the people 
from town hall," he said. 

Some suggested the new facility will function 
mainly to block the view of the harbor, but Jeff Dickerson, 
who lives at 180 Front Street, drew applause when he 
noted he cannot see the harbor because of invasive grass 
and fragmites that have grown over the years and said 
his own blocked view has nothing to do with a building. 
"This (project) is not an obstruction, this is a doorway to 
the harbor," he said. "The demand is there, this is not an 
eyesore ..." 

The elevation of the main operating deck will 
reach 23 feet counting the piles and 161^ feet above grade. 
It will be accessible by ramps, centralize harbormaster 
operations and attract the public. 

Andrew Daniel cautioned people against trying to 
get the building lower to the ground. "I built six houses on 
stilts ... and (if you try to) get it a little lower, I challenge 
you to get it insured," he said. 

Malkoski said that Tabor Academy's 
Oceanography facility is built on the same concepts. 

Sawyer said that Catalyst has been around for 50 
years and just changed its name from Brown, Lindquist, 
Fenuccio & Baber Architects to simplify its branding. 

In closing the meeting so attendees could get 
home in time to watch the presidential debate, McGrail 
suggested residents with questions or comments email 
himself or Perry. 

The end of the presentation was met with more 
applause. 

Of rivaling controversy was the Marion Open 
Space Acquisition Committee's proposals listed on 
Articles 5, 6, 7 and 8 of the warrant to purchase a 
conservation restriction for one parcel of land and accept 
three others as gifts, all to be used for conservation and 
passive recreation purposes. The proposal was presented 
by MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell and by Sippican 
Lands Trust member Dot Brown. 

Public concern focuses on taking land out of 
sources for tax revenue. 

Board of Selectmen Chairperson Randy Parker 
recused himself from the board for the matter, as he was 
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involved in a donation of 7.8 acres on either side of his 
house lot for conservation restriction. 

The rest of the warrant articles were read or 
summarized by McGrail, most notably Articles 3 and 4 
outlining Marion's strategy to withdraw from the Carver, 
Marion, Wareham Refuse District and its plan to take back 
ownership of the Benson Brook transfer station. 

Prior to the public meeting, the selectmen met 
in a 6:00 pm Executive Session to discuss collective¬ 
bargaining strategy with the Department of Public Works 
in accordance with state General Law c. 30A, Section 21(a) 
(3). 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was not yet scheduled. 
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ConCom: Construction Not to Blame for 
Flooding Near 120 Front Street 

Marion Conservation Commission

After several continuances dating back to June 3, 
the Marion Conservation Commission was satisfied in its 
September 23 public hearing that the latest plan revision 
for work at 120 Front Street satisfied lingering concerns 
about stormwater runoff and voted to issue an Order of 
Conditions to 120 Front Street LLC. 

Storm-damage prevention was at the top of 
the list of special conditions attached to the Order 
of Conditions for the controversial project. Special 
conditions included as-built dimensions, prevention of 
pollution, protection of wildlife habitat, flood control, and 
the following from ConCom Chairperson Shaun P. Walsh: 
''The construction of the swales, trench drain, retaining 
wall, drain outlets, weep holes and level spreaders shall 
be directly overseen by applicant's engineer, who shall 
submit to the Conservation Commission progress reports 
... every 30 days until completion of the construction ..." 

There were other modifications in the Order of 
Conditions, including the continuing special condition 
that the swimming pool not be drained into jurisdictional 
resource areas. 

Walsh presided at the Marion Police station with 
administrative assistant Donna Fiemphill, while the rest 
of the commission members, interested parties, and the 
public accessed the two-and-a-half-hour meeting via 
Zoom. 

At the center of discussion about the Notice of 
Intent filed by 120 Front Street LLC for the construction of 
retaining walls, the modification of grades, and relocation 
of a swimming pool at 120 Front Street before the 
commission for a ninth time was stormwater runoff. 

In summarizing the case, Walsh alluded to 
a number of plan revisions and discussions with the 
applicant, and the state Department of Environmental 
Protection's wetlands circuit rider program got involved, 
making suggestions on how to improve designs at the 
site. 

"As a result of those conversations, this site

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design was further modified and again revised most 
recently (September 3), and that last plan revision 
included a trench drain that would run along the northern 
property line between 120 Front Street and the adjacent 
church property," said Walsh, adding that commission 
was finally at a point where it could issue an Order of 
Conditions. 

Rich Rheaume, owner of Lakeville-based Prime 
Engineering who represented the applicant, confirmed 
that there were no new aspects to present to the continued 
hearing. From there, Walsh opened the floor to the 
commission members. 

Commission member Jeff Doubrava stated his 
satisfaction with the applicant's latest plan to protect the

wetlands. He plans to visit the site and make sure the 
plan as presented on September 3 is carried through. Vice- 
Chair Marc Bellanger reiterated Doubrava's intentions to 
visit the site over the coming months. 

"There are runoff concerns in the short term 
for the neighbors until this sort of system gets put in 
place," said Bellanger, asking for a timeline. "Absolutely," 
Rheaume said the work would be done before the winter 
and stated his intentions to begin upon authorization (an 
approved Order of Conditions). 

Walsh cautioned Rheaume that residents have 
been very interested in the case and could appeal the 
Order of Conditions, putting a hold on any work. A vote 
of approval would still require the signature of all the 
commissioners, a process that could take up to a week to 
complete. 

Walsh invited public comment and questions 
from those attending via Zoom. 

While Bellanger's remarks addressed some of the 
public concerns, others were not convinced that the plan 
to deal with runoff would succeed. A homeowner along 
the edge said the fill at 120 Front Street has dramatically 
changed the runoff and added water to the wetland 
abutting the property. 

Walsh took a different view as to cause and effect. 

"If you are hoping that this engineering design 
will reduce the amount of water going into the wetland, 
that will not happen. That is not what it's designed to 
do. As I said before, the design of this plan is to ensure 
that the water that falls on this property stays on this 
property and, as the natural contours of this property 
would allow for, flow towards the rear and feed that 
bordering vegetated wetland," explained Walsh. "So I 
want to clarify something because I've heard this ... from 
others that, 'When this house started to be constructed, 
we saw so much more water in that wetland.' ... I'm not a 
wetlands scientist, but I would bet dollars to donuts that it 
is not just because of the activity on this particular lot that 
folks are seeing an increase in the amount of water in that 
wetland. 

"There's no way that a lot this size could increase 
the amount of flow towards a bordering vegetated 
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wetland the size of the wetland as it is behind (120 Front 
Street)." 

Rather than the direct result of fill brought 
onto the lot, Walsh believes a number of other factors 
contributed to the amount of runoff leaving the wetland. 
Walsh suspects that the channel that has carried the 
flow in the past may be partially or fully blocked. He 
referenced discussion with an engineer working at a 
nearby property who estimated that the Front Street 
culvert was not at an optimum level. If the culvert or a 
blockage in the channel is to blame, then the Department 
of Public Works would need to become involved. 

"Based on what Fve heard from Rich (Rheaume) 
and from other engineers who have looked at this, I think 
it's an outlet issue, not so much an addition of water from 
construction issue," said Walsh. 

Neighbors also questioned a swale on the 
property and a 3-foot drop on the lot from front to back. 

Walsh reiterated the rarity that most concerns 
brought before the Conservation Commission are 
about waters diverted from wetlands. This has been the 
opposite, as in the wetland has too much water and it 
collected around the same time as the construction at 120 
Front Street. 

"I don't know the answer to the problem, but if 
I was living in that neighborhood that's what I would be 
looking at," said Walsh. "Bottom line, the commission will 
render a decision, and folks have the right of appeal if 
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they feel that we didn't get it right." 

Further comments were solicited, and public 
frustration was politely expressed. Walsh tried different 
ways to explain the commission's parameters and his 
empathy for the neighboring homeowners. 

"If the property owner decided to level this house 
tomorrow, take all the rubble away and plant a field of 
wildflowers, it would not improve the situation that 
you guys are concerned about. It wouldn't," he insisted. 
"What you guys are experiencing I would argue is not, at 
least primarily, the result of the activity at 120 Front Street. 
I think there is something else going on." 

He agreed that the construction could be a 
contributing factor, but not a primary cause. 

Another resident suggested that Marion has a 
capable DPW and should inspect all the area properties 
for such problems. 

ConCom voted to close the public hearing and 
would later vote to award the Order of Conditions after 
hearing the other scheduled cases. 

Two of the four scheduled public hearings that 
had been continued from ConCom's last Zoom meeting 
held on September 9 were closed. 

The other was a Request for Determination 
of Applicability filed by Eric R Winer for an enlarged 
existing guess house and garage connection at 18 West 
Avenue. It was ruled Winer's project does not need 
to file a Notice of Intent, and he was voted a negative 
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determination of applicability. 

In the first hearing. The Friends of Wings Cove, a 
group of homeowners at 35, 43, 51, 67, 75, 83, 95, and 99 
Holly Road, seeks the removal of phragmites from their 
properties adjacent to Wings Cove. The case, continued 
from August 26 and September 9, was again continued 
after the group told the commission it had discovered 
that Brad Holmes at Plymouth-based Environmental 
Consulting and Restoration EEC is willing to do an 
ecological restoration at significantly less cost than the 
group had been previously quoted. 

"The window to do any actual treatment this 
year may be closing. He's the expert, it depends (on the 
climate)," said Walsh, who advised the group to find out 
if Holmes can be ready in time to get the project back on 
ConCom's agenda for October 14 at 8:00 pm. If not, the 
Friends of Wings Cove will be back on the agenda on 
October 28. 

The Kittansett Club was granted its request to 
continue the hearing for its Notice of Intent seeking 
expansion of its overflow parking lot on the southern end 
of its 11 Point Road property to October 14 at 7:00 pm. 

Walsh said ConCom had asked Kittansett to 
explore an alternative plan to avoid heavily impacting 
vegetated wetlands partly within the 100-foot buffer zone 
to a coastal bank and, in his opinion, home to a significant 
wildlife habitat. "Overall, they're exploring some 
alternatives to this and, hopefully at least, they will come 
back with a revised plan that substantially scales back this 
proposal or eliminates it," he said. 

Dave Davignon represented applicants Eance 
and Kathleen Scott, who filed an NOI to redevelop a 
beach-front lot that they purchased across the street from 
their home at 18 Shawondasse Road. Walsh suggested 
wetlands circuit rider Andrew Poyant take a look at the 
site plans. Davignon said he will make himself available 
for a site visit. Neighbor Dot Brown, a member of the 
Marion Board of Health, was not a fan of the parking 
strip, but applauded the removal of phragmites. The 
hearing was continued to October 14 at 7:10 pm. 

Design and environmental analyst David 
Goldstein represented the Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation Highway Division for an RDA filed 
by Timothy Dexter on behalf of the DOT for work at 
Wareham Road (Route 6) and Jerei Eane. The project 
would remove hot-mix-asphalt (flexible) sidewalks 
and wheelchair ramps and install concrete sidewalks 
and wheelchair ramps, granite curbing, thermoplastic 
crosswalks, pavement markings, and utility and drainage 
adjustments. 

"The project area ... is located within bordering 
lands subject to flooding," said Goldstein, noting that 
no resultant storage of floodwater makes the project 
eligible for a negative determination under the Wetlands 
Protection Act. Furthermore, because the DOT is a state 
agency, the RDA is filed solely under the Wetlands 
Protection Act and not under any local ordinance. 
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Eileen Mamm, a member of the Marion 
Planning Board, asked Goldstein what is the lifespan 
of a thermoplastic crosswalk. ''They do degrade over 
time," said Goldstein, who added that snowplows are not 
impeded by that surface. The RDA, per town policy being 
heard for the first time, was continued to October 14 at 
7:20 pm. 

Davignon also represented Marion Garden 
Group, which filed an RDA to perform maintenance 
on four bio-retention basins located along the southern 
side of a paved parking lot at Island Wharf. Walsh said 
ConCom wants to ensure that the maintenance work 
including tree trimming will not affect the function of the 
12-year-old basins. The RDA, per town policy being heard 
for the first time, was continued to October 14 at 7:30 pm. 

An NOI filed by 122 Register Road LEG for 
construction of a five-acre, residential pier facility into 
the waterway at Wings Cove at 122 Register Road was 
represented by Davignon. The facility would provide 
access for recreational boating, fishing, and swimming. 
The pier, said Davignon, will be supported by piles. The 
NOI, per town policy being heard for the first time, was 
continued to October 14 at 7:40 pm. 

Richard Barnes was issued a full Certificate of 
Compliance for property he recently purchased 383 Point 
Road.

Candidates for Peer Review Consultant to 
Audition for Role 

Rochester Conservation Commission

On September 24, the Rochester Conservation 
Commission met to review responses to their formal 
Request for Qualifications for a new peer-review 
consultant. The request for a new consultant came after 
longstanding review engineer for the commission, Henry 
Nover, announced his transition out of the review- 
consultant role. 

Each member had the opportunity to review the 
applications sent by numerous engineering firms prior 
to the meeting. Of the applications sent in, the discussion 
centered on three top contenders for the position: BSC 
Group, Environmental Partners, and Horsley Witten 
Group. 

Rochester Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon 
began by introducing the application put forth by BSC 
Group and some of the background of the firm. According 
to Farinon, the large team offered by BSC would provide 
a stable source of peer review that could likely meet the 
commission's timeline. In addition, BSC is unique in that 
it offers a subgroup within the firm strictly dedicated to 
wetlands projects. As many projects within the Town of 
Rochester deal with wetlands regulations, Farinon felt 
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that BSC Group could provide unique expertise in those 
types of projects. 

A significant concern of the commission has 
been related to the amount of time required to properly 
review proposals put before them. With Nover working 
as consultant for so long, it will be difficult for the 
commission to develop the same trust and consistency 
with a new consulting group. The size of BSC Group 
may provide an opportunity to fill that void, as their 
application revealed that they have the manpower to 
consistently meet the needs of the commission. 

The next firm presented by Farinon was 
the Environmental Partners Group. The submission 
from Environmental Partners noted that their firm 
has experience working with municipalities and is 
experienced with the commission's kind of work. This 
suggests that they will be capable of beginning work 
immediately and meeting commission timeframes. 

Chair Michael Conway explained Environmental 
Partners seems like an attractive choice, because they 
have experience working with surrounding towns. With 
that, many of their previous projects have related to 
solar developments similar to current proposals that the 
commission is reviewing. 

One potential concern surrounding 
Environmental Partners is that their focus on civil 
engineering may impede their ability to effectively 
review wetlands projects. Conway suggested that this 
particular firm could be used primarily on civil projects 
with another firm being employed for projects related to 
wetlands regulations. 

The final applicant to receive the board's 
consideration was Horsley Witten Group. Of all 
the proposed consultants, Horsley Witten seems to 
have the strongest focus on the design and review of 
environmental projects. 

Farinon explained that she has worked with this 
particular firm before and highly recommended them. 
She told commission members that of all the proposed 
applicants this firm has the strongest wetlands scientists. 
Commission member Lena Bourque also noted that the 
senior ecologist at the firm, Amy Ball, has been on the 
Board of Directors for the Massachusetts Association 
for Conservation Commissions since 2006 and will

certainly have the experience to work effectively with the 
commission. 

Vice Chair Daniel Gagne explained that one 
potential cause for concern related to the fact that the 
application only listed the senior members of the office. 
Gagne explained that, in reality, primarily junior members 
of the firm will be doing the majority of the work, and the 
exclusion of those members skews the strength of their 
resume. 

After the presentation on all of the proposed 
firms, Conway suggested that each member of the 
commission rank their potential consultants to determine 
which engineering group was most favorable among 
the commission as a whole. The ranking revealed that 
Environmental Partners was the most favorable, with BSC 
Group second and Horsley Witten third. 

As the commission has three upcoming projects 
on its agenda, a unique opportunity presented itself. 

The commission will assign one project to each of the 
firms and base its final decision on those results. Conway 
explained that the trial run for each firm will provide 
the commission with a more practical approach to 
determining which group works best for the commission 
members. The commission would then discuss their 
interactions with each firm over the course of their future 
meetings. 

The next Rochester Conservation Commission 
meeting date was not announced at the time of the 
meeting. 


Projects in Coastal Storm Flo wage Areas Heard 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

When the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
met on September 29 several of the applications both 
new and those returning as continued hearings contained 
critical wording, ''coastal storm flowage." 

A quick look at Massachusetts General Law finds 
wording throughout the text that provides guidance and 
rules on types of construction that may be permitted 
in such areas as barrier beaches, sand dunes, and other 
jurisdictional shore location. 
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As noted in Mass.gov 92.1 Coastal Banks, the 
language goes like this: ''When a landform, other than a 
coastal dune, has a slope that is so gentle and continuous 
that it does not act as a vertical buffer and confine 
elevated storm waters, that landform does not qualify as a 
coastal bank. Rather, gently sloping landforms at or below 
the 100-year flood elevation which have a slope less than 
10:1 shall be regulated as "land subject to coastal storm 
flowage" and not as coastal bank. Land subject to coastal 
storm flowage may overlap other wetland resource areas 
such as coastal beaches and dunes." 

Such projects are commonly heard by 
conservation commissions whose oversight includes 
waterways, beaches, and the like. So it was when 
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Richard Charon of Charon Engineering returned to the 
commission on this night to complete discussions and 
hear the verdict on a Notice of Intent filed by Kathleen 
and William Sylvia for property located at 41 Cove Street. 

The project was described as the razing of an 
existing one-bed residence and the construction of a new 
home constructed to meet all FEMA requirements for 
flood zones. The topography of the parcel, a residential 
lot on barrier beach, required Charon to explain safety 
precautions during construction as well as construction 
standards geared towards minimizing disturbance to the 
lot itself and the surrounding resource areas. The entire 
parcel is considered land subject to coastal storm flowage. 

Charon returned to the commission with a 
construction narrative that would later become part of the 
conditions imposed upon the project. He explained that 
the plan of record had been modified since first coming 
before the commission decreasing the amount of beach 
impacted from 750 square feet to 450 square feet with 
only 60 cubic yards of beach nourishment now planned. 
Charon said that over time the plan would allow the dune 
area to naturally build-up. He had previously stated that 
a sieve analysis would be included to ensure similar soils 
would be brought onto the site matching the existing 
beach sand. 

Chairman Mike King said that the use of high- 
density matting during construction was ''admirable" and 
adhered to the credo "first do no harm," but he wondered 
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aloud about the elevated pilings that would be used to 
construct the new home. 

Charon described the process where 16-inch 
pointed steel pipes would be vibrated into the ground to a 
depth of 22 feet, saying, "It will be less intrusive." He also 
commented that beach grasses to be removed and then 
returned to the lot would receive adequate sun after the 
home is completed. 

King asked for a beach-grass restoration plan but 
agreed to accept a condition that directs the planting of 
grasses in 12xl2-inch patches versus the USDA 24x24-inch 
requirement and annual reports to the commission over a 
two-year growing cycle to ensure propagation is achieved. 
There was no public comment when the hearing was 
opened to such. The commissioners unanimously agreed 
to condition the project with additional controls such as 
sieve analysis, 12xl2-inch grass plantings, annual growing 
reports over two years, and construction narratives. 

A Request for Determination of Applicability 
also for a project deemed land subject to coastal storm 
flowage, as submitted by Richard Cushing, 13 Beach 
Street, for the construction of a new shed was heard. The 
project received a negative determination of applicability, 
granting the application. 

Virginia Corcora's RDA filing for property located 
at 1 Hilton Avenue, land subject to coastal storm flowage, 
for a septic repair and upgrade also moved forward with 
a negative decision. 

A new in-ground swimming pool received a 
negative decision when the RDA filed by Antone and 
Christine Moniz, 76 Mattapoisett Neck Road, was heard. 
Represented by Carmelo Nicolosi of Charon Engineering, 
the project will be located inland, subject to coastal storm 
flowage. 

Conservation Agent Liz Leidhold reported 
that the municipality's planned repair to a culvert and 
roadway span along Acushnet Road, which was to have 
been started and completed before September school 
openings, was on-hold. She said the contract was being 
awarded to another construction company and that, in 
the meantime, excavated areas would be stabilized with 
additional erosion controls and fast-growing winter 
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energy-saving programs. One notable grant is known as 
the Green Communities Grant. Distribution of the grant 
is pending an official Notice to Proceed from the Green 
Communities before the town can utilize the funds. 

As the official response will likely take close to a 
month to arrive, the committee has been contemplating 
plausible uses for the grant in the meantime. With electric 
vehicles growing in popularity, the committee has been 
working to develop locations for new charging stations 
throughout the town. 

Committee member Jennifer Francis 
recommended that the committee pursue a review of 
the initial cost payback time and incentives related to 
new charging stations. According to Francis, a review of 


money saved over time in relation to the up-front cost of 
new stations would be a beneficial way of determining the 
efficacy of their installation. 

The discussion of charging stations moved to the 
potential usage fees for the stations that could generate 
additional money for the town. Though the fees could be 
beneficial, the Green Communities Grant stipulates that 
charging stations constructed with grant money cannot 
charge for the electricity used. Town Planner Gil Fiilario 
recommended that the committee pursue grants from 
Eversource, which provides the option for usage fees. 

A great deal of these electric vehicle pursuits 
hinges on the committee's research into how many electric 
vehicles are currently in use in Marion and the rate of 
growth of electric cars in the town. Committee member 
Robert Fischer has been working with the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles to aggregate data surrounding the number 
of electric vehicles currently in use in Marion. Though 
delays due to COVID-19 have hindered his research, 
Fischer remains hopeful that a collection of this data will 
inform their decisions about grant spending in the future. 

Francis suggested that a potential problem for 
new electric vehicle users could be the fear that there will 
simply not be appropriate facilities to charge the vehicles 
throughout the town. The installation of charging stations 
would therefore be an effective way of encouraging the 
use of sustainable electric vehicles in future years. 

Fischer echoed the sentiment: "Many people 
want to make sure it is a tried and true venture before 
purchasing," he explained. "The information from the 
registry could give us insight into the popularity of 
electric vehicles in town." 

Apart from new charging stations, the committee 
concluded with discussion pertaining to new energy¬ 
saving upgrades to the town's buildings. Hilario 
explained that he has been working to gather new 
estimates for a new heating system for the Community 
Center. This came after previous estimates revealed that 
the cost for the system may be more expensive than 
initially anticipated. Despite a potential increase in initial 
cost, the committee unanimously agreed that the savings 
over time from the new system would make up for the 
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expense. 

Committee members briefly discussed potential 
buildings within the town that could house photovoltaic 
solar panels. Along with reducing the cost of the town's 
electricity usage, an added benefit of the panels could be 
to offset the costs that would arise from powering any 
new electric vehicle charging stations. 

The committee agreed to continue to develop new 
ideas and projects that could make use of incoming grant 
money and develop cost-saving measures throughout the 
town. 

The next Marion Energy Management Committee 
meeting is set to take place remotely over Zoom on 
Monday, October 26. 

Harbormaster Pushes for Increase in Fees 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

With summer's warmth waning and boaters 
thinning out both in and around Mattapoisett Harbor, the 
harbormaster and his crew, along with the members of the 
Marine Advisory Board, turned their thoughts to business 
matters. During the August MAB meeting. Harbormaster 
Jamie McIntosh floated out several concepts and 
ideas believed to be needed and possibly essential in 
maintaining services to the boating public. Some of those 
were on the September 24 agenda. 
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Topping the list on this night was a proposal to 
have mooring inspections done exclusively by a certified 
inspector versus the property owners. ''Self-inspections 
are still a problem," McIntosh stated. He said allowing 
boat owners to do their own inspections tantamounted to 
a "loss of control" and was especially problematic with 
vessels utilizing wharf dockage. He said that the town 
had invested approximately $10,000 in improvements 
and that, "I'd hate to see things getting changed or 
complicated by the owners," referring to the actual 
equipment. 

While there was some debate amongst the MAB 
that bylaw language changes as proposed by McIntosh 
were not clear enough, the group, in theory, agreed with 
his assessment for the need to control inspections and 
levy appropriate fees. 

As he had during the August meeting, McIntosh 
suggested a fee structure of $100 per year spread over 
a three-year inspection cycle. The group was unable 
to reach a consensus on how the bylaw change should 
read with member Robert Moore offering to meet with 
McIntosh to achieve a draft that will be presented during 
their next meeting. 

In other matters related to fee structures, 

McIntosh said he had not yet received revenue numbers 
from the town accountant's office. "They haven't 
quite closed the books yet," he said. In the absence of 
understanding where the retained earning might land, 
setting fees would wait. 

McIntosh did want to clear up a previously made 
point regarding waterfront enterprise expenses. He said 
that during the 2020 season his staff numbered eight 
members, not nine as there had been in 2019. Regarding 
the harbormaster's full-time position, he said, "When they 
hired me that was a 20-percent increase, and there have 
been a number of projects we've worked on." In a follow¬ 
up, he said that payroll had increased from $50,000 to 
$70,000 when his position was expanded to full time. 

McIntosh told the board he had been reviewing 
fees from other communities and likened Mattapoisett 
most closely to Dartmouth in terms of size and services 
but not fees. "Compared to Dartmouth we are way off,"

he said. 

''There's been a lot of work done around the 
wharves, electrical, water, fendering. We need to increase 
retained earnings," McIntosh stated, adding that repairs 
to Long Wharf are also on the horizon. 

While McIntosh said grant monies have been 
sought, more were being perused but needed to be 
augmented with matching town funds, funds that need 
to come from fees. "If we don't increase rates, we'll be left 
with deteriorating structures," he cautioned. 

In other matters, McIntosh reported that dredging 
would begin during the fall and that presently permits are 
being applied for from various government agencies.

Substitute teachers will earn more money in Old 
Rochester Regional district schools after the Joint School 
Committee / Superintendents Union No. 55 approved a 
pay raise during its September 24 Zoom meeting. 

"This is just making sure that we're comparable

stressing that the committee's approval does not lock 
ORR into a particular rate schedule in every case. "These 
increases are only for the fiscal year 20-21." 

Citing the uncertainties that accompany the 
COVID-19 pandemic. Barber noted that FY22 could 
see ORR under more normal circumstances go back to 
its former rates. ORR's last rate increase for substitute 
teachers took place on September 28, 2018. Barber cited 
Fairhaven as a comparable district in direct competition. 
Fairhaven posted in August $165 and $115 for various 
positions. ORR plans to use rates according to different 
positions. 

After inquiring with Benefits/Human Resources 
Coordinator Susana Cunningham, Barber reported that 
26 substitute teachers committed to coming back to ORR, 
while 39 for various reasons cannot and approximately 28 
remain questionable for the 2020-21 academic year. 

"We would hate to lose out on those in a 
competitive market," said Superintendent of Schools 
Mike Nelson. "We have a pretty good sense to this point 
where we stand with our staffing... pretty close right 
now... but we don't know what tomorrow brings." 

Nelson says that ORR has been aggressive and 
will need intensify that effort. "We don't want to wait 
too long before we get more aggressive in increasing our 
pool," he said, citing the potential for school becoming 
fully reopened.

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asked why the per-diem is so substantial for certified 
substitute teachers. Barber responded by pointing to the 
45 days of service that premium or certified substitutes 
complete and ORR's dependence on their ability to teach 
Honors or Advanced Placement courses. Barber noted 
that the hybrid plan is saving ORR money overall and 
that the district is trying to be mindful not to overspend. 
"But top subs (are) one of those areas," he said. 

Union-side Chairperson Shannon Finning 
asked Nelson if he can "include how much (substitute 
teachers) are being used so we can understand the budget 
implications?" Nelson said he would do so and that 
Finning's request makes sense. 

Nelson had hoped by Friday, September 25, to 
advertise ORR's new rates. Finning suggested reaching 
out to Bridgewater State University, UMass Dartmouth, 
and area colleges. Region-side member Frances Kearns 
suggested statewide or area teachers associations and 
the National Society of Black Engineers. "It's a great 
opportunity to reach out to that group as well," she said. 

Both sides voted unanimously to approved the 
increase in the rate schedule for substitute teachers for the 
2020-21 academic year. 

Early numbers are in: As the ORR School District 
opened to students on September 16 on a hybrid basis, 
families retained the option of choosing a remote-only 
return to school for 2020-21.

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7, Sippican 60, Rochester Memorial 65, ORRJH 44, and 
ORRHS 77. Nelson reported an increase in homeschooling 
with some district schools up 30 percent. 

Devoll reported that, since September 16 (opening 
day), five high school students have opted from hybrid 
to remote, while 12 have opted to go from full remote to 
hybrid. The changes are immediate. Devoll said some 
schools around the state have a three-week waiting 
period. "'We want families to be able to make a decision 
immediately," he said. 

Policy was a hot topic in the September 24 
meeting, and while Nelson told the committee, "We're 
in a great place from a (personal protective equipment) 
standpoint... The students have been remarkable as far 
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as compliance... I know that was a big concern for many 
people when school opened," the policy around face 
coverings bears continued attention. 

In reviewing the facemask policy, region-side 
committee member Tina Rood cited the section in which 
"expressive language" is prohibited and asked if the 
facemask policy is the same as the existing dress code. 
Nelson said he is working on an addendum for the next 
meeting's consideration. 

Region-side member Margaret McSweeny asked 
for an explanation on the removal of face shields from 
the policy Nelson said school nurses have been clear on 
the subject: "A face shield or physical barrier is not an 
appropriate substitution for a mask unless there is an

exemption in place," said Nelson, noting that Grade 3 and 
down is not a zero-tolerance policy 

McS weeny pointed out the broad language in the 
facemask policy lacking definition of approved masks. 

"I know it's a slippery slope and we want to enforce," 
she said. Nelson said, "We wanted to make it more of a 
living document because things change with the (Center 
for Disease Control)." Nelson said that a living document 
would allow ORR to adjust to the most recent guidance. 

"I think it has enough teeth in it," he said. 

The phrase "expressive language" in the 
definition of what would make a mask inappropriate 
drew several questions. Nelson said he interpreted it as 
offensive language. 

"'Expressive' says to me to step on free speech," 
said Rood. "We're not saying there is a limit to free 
speech, but there is a decorum when we're in a school 
building." McS weeny agreed with Rood. "If someone 
wears a face covering that says 'black lives matter,' that's 
expressive and we don't want them not to be able to say 
that," she said. 

ORR High School Principal Mike Devoll 
referenced the ORR Student Handbook and said that 
obscene, profane language or pictures promoting drug 
use or illegal activity should not be worn to school. 
Region-side member Jim Muse said the school has an 
option to rule against any speech, saying the mask is "for 
safety... not a billboard." 

Citing the bias against gator-style masks, region- 
side member Michelle Smith said that some of them have 
appropriate linings. 

"We're trying to make it as easy as possible for the 
adults," said Devoll, estimating anywhere from 300 to 400 
students in the school building. "I don't want to be in the 
business of debating with the kids... 'Here's a mask that 
we know works and let's do that.'" 

Both sides approved the policy change with the 
language amended in accordance with the ORR Student 
Handbook as read by Devoll. 

Both sides of the Joint School Committee 
approved ORR's commitment to policies on Educational 
Opportunities for military children (those that move 
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based on the opportunity to serve) and Educational 
Opportunities for children in foster care. 

Nelson thanked Joint School Committee members 
no longer serving on the Policy Subcommittee. 

ORR also made an addendum to its remote¬ 
learning policy to address trauma. 

Nelson said the intent of the addendum is to take 
the existing policies and take into account how COVID-19 
may change things. "I feel that we're not in the planning 
stages but are taking action," he said, noting that students 
are meeting counselors via Zoom and individually. "I feel 
like we're trying to meet each family where they're at." 

In her report. Assistant Superintendent of 
Teaching and Learning Jannell Pearson-Campbell 
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referenced 10 days focused on social-emotional learning 
with a shift for this week onto an emphasis on remote 
learning. 

In his report. Director of Student Services Craig 
Davidson said, ''Our staff is doing an amazing job at 
meeting students and families where they're at." 

Calling September 16 "a monumental day," 
Nelson said, "seeing our students back in our schools was 
extremely rewarding for ourselves." 

He reported design work on a dashboard for 
the four school committees in deciding what model 
works best for their school, and plans at the Joint School 
Committee's next meeting to share local and state data 
and that from universities. 

Nelson says HVAC and air-quality systems have 
been assessed with new vendors, currently meeting 
standards, cleaning protocols are in place, meals for all 
students regardless of what learning model they are in. 

"I have to say the students have been truly resilient in 
embracing how school is different this year," he said. 

In reading Barber's report. Rood questioned 
ORR's custodial wage of $12.25 per hour being below 
Massachusetts minimum wage ($12.75). Barber explained 
that not being a private business, ORR is not subject to the 
state minimum-wage requirements but answers to federal 
standards. 

Principals Rose Bowman (Mattapoisett), Marla 
Sirois (Sippican), and Derek Medeiros (Rochester 
Memorial) all gave positive reports on the reopening of 
elementary schools in the district. 

Bowman reported that September 24 was 
the first full day for the incoming Kindergartners in 
Mattapoisett. "They just came out of the car and walked 
in like they'd always been there... What we do for them at 
that point lives in their heart forever," she said, crediting 
Mattapoisett Police for its support and suggestions for 
pickup/dropoff time. "Now it's so smooth parents are 
like, 'Let's not go back to the old way' When people come 
together, we're so much stronger than we were before." 

Sirois told how families decorated bulletin boards 
and "made it great for kids" at Sippican, and Medeiros 
said Rochester Memorial students "brought a sense of 
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calm to our building (and) reminded us why we came 
together this summer to really plan." 

Junior High Principal Silas Coellner and Devoll 
also reported on reopening. 

"A lot of angst and all of a sudden we're into it. 
There's all these smiles and it's working," said Coellner, 
noting that cooperation and collaboration "has been 
mind-boggling." 

"It's been OK," joked Devoll, who was elated to 
have students back at the high school. "I could shout it 
from the top of the school, it's been awesome. I thank the 
kids at every lunch," he said. "We will never forget the 
class of 2020; these kids know they're fortunate. In order 
for this to work, it has to feel like school...

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last season altogether. We do feel terrible for them, but it's 
one of those things where you take it as it comes and we 
try to do our absolute best to provide the best experience 
possible (for our student-athletes) so they can at least feel 
good about this very unfortunate situation." 

Along with the cancellation of fall interscholastic 
sports for 2020, Tabor put a rule in place regarding club 
sports. Student-athletes who chose to play for those 
teams in the fall have been asked to be a "remote online 
learner" until the season ends or they "can enter back 
into the school as a boarding or day student after a 14- 
day quarantine prior to returning on campus" on one 
of Tabor's three prescribed arrival dates per a school 
statement: September 21, October 12 or in January (TBD). 

With so many Tabor student-athletes looking 
to play beyond their prep days, Leary and the rest of 
the athletic department had to find a way to help their 
student-athletes continue to develop. 

"We have chosen to basically create one level of 
each program so football just has one level, field hockey 
just has one level, girls soccer (and) boys soccer, rather 
than have multiple teams," Leary said. "The main thing 
with those sports is they have varying degrees of risk as 
far as exposure goes. Rather than have all of these kids 
involved in this type of stuff, what we did was narrow 
it down to the kids that are really looking to continue to 
develop, continue to grow as an athlete. I don't want to 
call it varsity, but it is more of a higher level."

The Wolf House, With the voices of Amalia Kassai 
and Rainer Krausse. Directed by Joaquin Cocina and 
Cristobal Leon. Running time: 73 minutes. No MPA A 
rating. Available on October 13 on physical and 
streaming home media. 

It helps to bring some basic knowledge of Chile's 
Colonia Dignidad into the strenuously experimental 
animated feature The Wolf House, though that's not really 
necessary to decipher what's going on — to the extent 
that you can decipher it. The history of the Nazi-founded 
Chilean colony functions more or less as backdrop, or in 
visual hints here and there, such as some lines on a wall 
that momentarily become a swastika before resolving 
into a window frame. The Wolf House appears to unfold 
in one unbroken take, whatever that means here, because 
of course there were thousands of takes — the movie 
is primarily stop-motion animation, with various other 
media paying visits. Its herky-jerky, unstable style 
seems to represent what life in a repressive, abusive 
colony might feel like. The very celluloid is breaking 
down, decaying, burning itself. The technique is truly 
apocalyptic, while the narration is hushed, mesmeric. 

Directed by Joaquin Cocina and Cristobal Leon, 
making their feature debut after several shorts. The Wolf 
House observes Maria, who has escaped from the colony 
and has sought refuge in a remote house in the woods. 
There she finds two pigs, who become two children 
known as Pedro and Ana. The three humans/humanoids 
melt, come apart, reassemble, while the house — really 
just one room — keeps changing around them. The 
movie's conceit is that it's a propaganda film made by 
the colony's leader to prevent further escapes. Therefore 
we're getting moral instruction from an immoral system. 
Film being what it is, though, we are drawn into the 
happenings, even if we can't always read them. We forget 
we're seeing propaganda and just respond to the vibe of 
dread and revolt. The wolf waits always outside. Were 
trapped in the changing house along with the changing 
people. Only we stay the same. 

The style will not be for everyone. The twisted, 
spackled physiques recall something out of a painting 
by David Lynch, who has said he strives to create 
art that people want to bite. There's a bit of Lynch's 
1966 sculpture/animation loop Six Men Getting Sick 
in there, too. And the flickering, dreamlike horrors of 
the inconstant flesh reminded me of the aggressively 


grotesque 
Slouches 
Fun House 
segment 
Animalistic 
Times (1995). 

There's 
probably 
a bunch 
of stuff in 

there — Francis Bacon, etc. Of course, some of the style is 
simply what happens when you do stop-motion but leave 
in all the telltale stuff animators usually painstakingly 
avoid. It's intentionally rough-hewn, like the accidental 
folk art it purports to be. I imagine some viewers, though, 
won't need context or prior history in order to get lost in 
the whirl and seethe of this chaotic universe, where things 
living and unliving perpetually destroy and remake 
themselves. 

Others may feel the tug of time passing; even at 
just 73 minutes. The Wolf House feels a bit overextended 
and, at some points, exhausting. If you don't have to 
take in the whole thing in one gulp, it will likely play 
better parceled out across a couple days. It could also 
be the old trap of strongly pictorial short-film directors 
not adjusting the pace for feature length. There's only 
so much visual dazzlement I can manage in one sitting 
before my eyes glaze over and I become numb to the 
fireworks. (Subsequent viewings help, because you know 
what to expect.) Something like The Wolf House earns 
high marks just on the strength of its restless images — 
sometimes the movie seems dissatisfied with itself, always 
in motion, always shape-shifting. But a little of that can go 
an awfully long way. 

Some of it gives the impression of being 
something ungovernably weird that you catch out of 
the corner of your eye on late-night TV — Adult Swim 
more or less hung its shingle on that aesthetic. In this 
case, though, it's not stoner-weird but the fractured, 
nonsensical perceptions of a prisoner — more Painted Bird 
than Harvey Birdman. It leaves us unsettled, as though 
we'd looked into a random passerby's darker emotions 
and seen something we weren't supposed to see. I can't 
really fault The Wolf House for giving us exactly the 
insecure, not-always-pleasant experience it means to 
give us. It took five years to make, and has been kicking 
around film festivals since 2018, so ... it was begun when 
life was far less dark, released when things were darker, 
and now comes to American home video in the darkest 
moment many of us have lived through. And maybe some 
viewers might eschew a film that so effectively reflects 
our inner world today, and others may find catharsis in it. 
Whatever it is, it's not remotely easy. 
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'1 think the big thing is for us, as it is for most 
places, is about community and health first. Then we 
build up from there," he said. "Our health services

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This week we 
feature 21 Main 
Street, which is 
reputedly the oldest 
building in Wharf 
Village, with interior 
structural elements 
that point to a 1690s 
construction date. 
This historic house is 
important not only 
because it is Marion's 
oldest surviving 
home, but it is 
also typical of the 
town center's most 
widely represented 
historic residential 
architectural style 
- the Cape Cod 
cottage. These compact houses were ideally suited for the 
harsh New England climate and could easily be enlarged 
to meet the changing needs of families. Actually a three- 
quarters Cape, this venerable dwelling is said to have 
been built for a member of the Ryder family, and was 
owned by members of the Wing family during the second 
half of the nineteenth century. By the early 1900s, it was 
owned by Marion's Universalist Church.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

Long before the Rochester Proprietors began to 
develop ''the lands at Scippan", blueberries. Concord 
grapes, and cranberries grew wild in our area and today 
these three are the only native fruits to be cultivated 
and commercially grown here. Native Americans were 
harvesting wild cranberries long before the area settlers 
arrived. They crushed the berries and added them to dry 
deer meat and melted fat to create pemmican, an early 
version of today's energy bars. They also used cranberries 
to treat wounds and as dyes to color rugs and blankets. 

The Pilgrims get credit for naming the cranberry; 
calling it a 'craneberry' because its flower reminded them 
of the bill of a sandhill crane. For a time, early settlers 
disdained the cranberry because of its tartness, but by 
1683, they had learned to add sugar to make cranberry 
juice. 

Rochester has always had cranberry bogs. In 
2017, there were 1,205.69 acres of actual bog land in town. 
However, prior to the mid-19th century, any harvested 
berries came from natural bogs. It's interesting to note 
that Rochester has always had all the ingredients needed 
for cranberries to flourish. These include acidic peat soil 



along with plenty of sand, gravel, and water (though this 
year we've been short on the water), as well as a growing 
season from April through November followed by cold 
weather. 

While a Dennis resident, Capt. Henry Hall began 
the cultivation of cranberries in 1816. It wasn't until 1867 
that Dr. Caleb Briggs joined with a group of local men to 
introduce the Rochester cranberry industry. Though Dr. 
Briggs had spent most of his adult life in Ohio where he 
was a prominent citizen, he moved to Rochester at the 
age of 57 and spent the rest of his life in a home in North 
Rochester near the town pound on Snipatuit Rd. 

By 1882, two years before Briggs' death, the 
cranberry industry in Rochester had grown to include
